has been made of these cards, the re- 
sults which have bien obtained from 
them have been entirely satisfactory. 

Tiie inauguration of a college book- 
shop vas a question which tin 
council decided to postpone for 
further deliberation. Hut it has com- 
pleted arrangements whereby the 
students of anj class by grouping 
themselves together and buying the'i : 
hooks "on bloc'.' can obtain a varying 
discount — up to ten per cent. Accord- 
ing to the instructions which have 
been distributed to all class pre- 
sidents, by making their arrange- 
ments through the council all i 
university students can purchase 
their higher priced text books ir 
quantities at reduced rates. The ar- 
rangement is already proving satis- 
factory. 

In the past, owing to the great 
difficulty of inducing men to turn 
out. McGill has lacked a really credit- 
able band. This year, however, this 
may be remedied. The council hopet 
that it will be able to carry out a 
scheme whereby the rooters' band will 
accompany the rugby team to one of 
the out-of-town games. They want to 
have a band whidh will be able to 
play all the college songs and recent 
popular music. As an instance re- 
garding the importance of a band it 
is recalled that when the Dartmouth 
Band accompanied the rubgy ( tearn 
to the Harvard game the Boston 
newspapers made more comment On 
Dartmouth's Band than on the team 
its»lf. 

The possible uniform for tht. 
McGill bandsmen will be white 
flannels, rod sweater, black shoes and 
black bow tie. At present the eouneil 
is hard at work on plans for ih< 
organization of a band. In getting a 
band together the information furnish- 
ed by the answers to the question- 
naires will be invaluable.

Jack McCaw, Science '2?,. was drown- 
ed in a double tragedy near Kenogaml, 
Que., on July lath. That i s the simple 
statement of facts: but it was only 
alter McCaw bail rescued one woman 
from drowning and had attempted to 
save a second, thai he disappeared 
beneath the surface of the Des Sables 
liiver never to appear again alive, lie 
died heroically and in a manner ex- 
ceedingly worthy of a graduate of 
McGill. Miss Duncan, of Hathiirsl, N. 
II., wlin was visiting friomis ai Ken- 
pgami, was the other victim of Die 
treacherous waters. 

Tim fatal accidents occurred while 
a group from i he northern paper town 
were on a picnic and early In Die ex- 
cursion four <;f tlx- picnicera found 
themselves in danger ,,| drowning. 
Jack .McCaw and Ces Champion, iiol.ii 
of Science '23. were mi Die scene m 
the "hue and went in lihe aid of those 
In trouble. Their valiant efforts were 
partially successful bill McCaw nfti 
having saved ai least one life, wenl 
to the aid of Miss Duncan. Moth dis 
appeared, however, and it was never 
known whether Jack died of exhaus- 
tion or was drowned in his attempt in 
rescue the Crowning woman, Cham, 
pion, a very popular student duning 
his college course, also did valinnl 
rescue work, though his own lij'e 
was endangered by his efforts. 

The body of Miss Duncan was f/i I 

within a few days but il was uni un- 
til eight weeks later Dial Die body of 
McCaw came to the surface. The lu- 
neral was held on September fith 
from Hie home of his parents, Mr. anil 
Mrs. R S. McCaw- Sherbrooke, Quo, 
and larr.re numbers' of his friends, 
both of school anil college days, paid 
their lust respects io one who had 
died bravely anil not in vain. 

McC'tiAV was born in 1901, receiving 
Ilia early education at t lie Sherbrooke 
High .School. Me Çlrsl entered McGill 
in Die autumn of 1919 ami ipiickly 
made a place for himself by bi.s whole- 
hearted participation in college tict- 
ivilies. Although a freshman, he made 
one of the intercollegiate wrestling 
si|uud in the winter ol 1920 and 
though hç was defeated in the limita 
al Kingston, it was only after he hud

During Die war lOdmuinl Hurke was 
on active service with the Canadian 
forces in France. When the conceit 
parlies were, organized ho truinoO 
many of the performers, lie was as- 
sociated particularly with Hie Second 
Divisional Concert Party. After Die 
ulrini.st.lce Hdmuuil [Hurko accompa- 
nied Madame Molha on a world lour. 
A numbor of years previously ,lp|m 
MapCnrmick accompanied Melba ou a 
similar lour. 

Hduinnd Hurko has spent the past 
summer studying In Germany and 
comes In this country io join the 
Metropolitan Opera, (he Mecca lor all 
operatic, singe:-;.

Victoria College and not In the ba'l- 
room of the Union which is th-e ti*ual 
scene of these political encounters. 
The hall was fi led Ion-' before th' 
members took their places. 

The full ceremony of ••pentng -he 
parliament and electing ''he speak?! 
of the House was gorïe through, with 
Basil Maclean act.ng the part of Gov- 
enor and the Hon. Adrian KnatchbuU- 
Hiigessoii taking the speaker's chilr 
Acceptance of the Speech from the 
Throne was moved by Hazen Han- 
sard and seconded by McVtcar. 

Hereupon th« amendment regretting 
that the speech from the throne had 
contained no reference to the question 
of rmperinl preference was made by 
S "arrow and seconded by We '• 

rrefachig his attack upon the G •'- 
ernmcht with t'tnnks for the •hbspi'a'.- 
Uy with which he and his fellow 
dents had been teeeived in Montreal 
Sparrow wais reminded by the speaker 
that he had confine his remarks to the 
House - "which contained neither la- 
dles nor gentlemen." Imperial prefer 
euce was necessary as the quotations 
which Sparrow made frein the speech- 
es of the prime ministers of all the 1>J 
minions showed. Smiling supercilious- 
ly upon the Go -liment benches Spari 

row said; "On on- side you htvve foui 
prime ministers; or. the other these 
you ng gentlemen.' 

The Cambridge man wen; on; lh< 
Itritisb commonwealth et' notions wis 
an achievement unsurpasised in the 
history of mankind, the question was 
•How aie we t •• dig the foundations 
of this commonwealth deep enough to 
insure their permanency?'' The on- 
position threw that question down tc 
the government. 

The speaker fcr the opposition worn 
further. In Australia and Canada thec 
were vast problems on account of a 
lack of workers. In Great Britain there 
wore a million men unemployed. Then 
was congestion in Kngland while vast, 
virgin lands in the cokmles 'ay wait- 
ing exploitation. A solution could only 
he found 'by co-operation The whole j 
question, said Sparrow, resolved into a 
problem of markets. Kngland wali'od 
markets, but she would never set 
them until she would permit her work- 
ers to have equal positions with I he 
workmen of other countries. 

When Cobden and John Bright called 
lor free trade they had said that if Eng. 
land broke down her tariff walls ;hr 
whole world would follow her lead. 
But tho world bad not. This Sparrow 
thought was the fallacy of free trade. 
With a fiery denunciation ot the party 
in power Sparrow completed his 
speech. 

Lloyd arose as the first speaker 
on tho debate for the the government. 
After spending a moment or so in 
light sarcasm levelled at the preced- 
ing speech, he camo to a serious con- 
sideration of the. question, lie took 
up the argument regarding the flood- 



ing of the oui land with Germai 
goods and maintained that Germany 
wn.s unable to compete successfully 
while he pointed out the benefits de- 
rived from Britain exporting to Ger- 
many. 

The British manufacturer, he clalm- 
r rt, has always hee n able tr, fj n d i. 
place for hi;; exports, a harbour for 
his ships. In opl'e nf nil tariff wttllii 
and barriers Britain h fought 
:krough to o'ec. >mo tr.c gre-t.-:?- ma- 
nufacturing country |n the world, be- 
cause she has believed In thfl prin- 
ciples rif free trade. .Inst because 
other countries se: up trade barriers 
was no reason Britain should. Brit- 
ain who had he»r, a leader in tho 
past, and should tie still. 

According to Lloyd, the previous 
speaker, the gentleman from Durham, 
had referred to the question only in 
the abstract, and that, mean* no- 
thing. Then tho government oratnr 
threw down a challenge to the op- 
position to prove that the adoption 
m of he principle of Imperial preference 
would he of benefit to the country.

Continuing; he disagreed with 
Sparrow's remarks regarding the ad- 
justing of the balance of overpopu- 
lation and tmderpopulation. The En- 
glish immigrant cannot live in the 
Canadian west- because he has to 
pay a high protective tariff on every- 
thing he buys, and then is forced to 
sell his grain in an open market. 

The speaker took the example oi 
Australia's trade relations to show 
the true meaning of preference, and 
how the average person does not 
know the truth of the reality. Con- 
cluding, he deprecated the idea of 
nations heing bound by trade hands. 

After Lloyd gave up the floor Bert 
\V'i lis addressed the members. He 
quoted statistics to show that some 
of the statements made by Uoyd 
(the honorable member for Verdunl 
we- in error, He also strengthened 
his statements with the phantom oi 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Laurier'* 
Imperial preferences Introduced in 
the early yens of the century. Mean- 
while a youthful member whose sen- 
was among the Government's sup- 
porters, was struggling to close a 
window which he had previously 
opened - tile draught being rather 
displeasing i" seme elderly gentle 
men sitting nearby. It was also dur- 
ing Weils' speech that the only, at- 
tempt was made at heckling the man 
on th • floor. Lloyd (the honorabls 
member for Verdun ) was respons- 
ible for til s attempt and his vlgor- 
ous thumping pf the table that was 
before him disconcerted his opponent 
for a moment. Hut Wells went on to 
round out his arguments by declar- 
ing that i treat Britain hail become 
tho workshop of the world long be- 
fore the policy of free trade first 
prevailed some sixty years ago. 

Probably the cleverest and wittiest 
speech of tie- even'ng was that deli- 
vei-.M by Marshall on the government 
sidi. He cpngradiiiatbd h-s opponents 
on their arguments- Ho admitted 
they were sound.! Indeed, he sa'.'d. 
they were all sound: .Much had been 
said about the enforcing of the unity 
of this commonwealth ot nations. 

There had been speakers to show 
the value of common language, com- 
mon literature, and common blood. 
oH for his part, suggested tho value 
ol common sense. 

The Cambridge man dealt, with the 
futility of protection In solving un- 
employment and the other ills of tho 
motherland today. Ho pointed out tho 
mistakes of Baldwin in advocating it, 
and reminded the member's of the no 
uncertain answer which Kngland had 
gJVen to the proposals of preference 
and protection. 

For some time he spoko of the idea 
ot the sp' ritual unity Of empire. Ho 
deeply resented the imputation that 
the great commonwealth of nations 
could only last so long as iit was 
bound together by commercial trea- 
ties. Pride in nationality, ho main- 
tained, could not bo computed in 
terms !>.•' pounds, shillVigs and ponce.

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TO OLD AND NEW 



With lectures being conducted in all the faculties to-day, Mc- 
Gill enters upon another active period in the second century of 
existence. Those who have spent one or more years at the Uni- 
versity have not reluctantly turned their steps back to the familiar 
campus. There is a common feeling of pleasure in renewing old 
friendships, and again taking a place in undergraduate life. Dif- 
ferent sensations, and not always pleasant ones, will be experi- 
enced by the new-comers to McGill . Pt>r them there necessarily 
is a period of adjustment to a new and strange environment, dur- 
ing which they will quickly advance out of the cold of disinter- 
estedness into the warmth of sympathetic interest and fellowship. 
The "Daily" can not do better than bid the freshmen welcome, 
and express the hope that they will find their decision to come to 
McGill has been a wise one; that the end of the session will prove 
they have been loyal to the ideals and aspirations of a great uni- 
versity. 

Generally speaking the session 1924-25 will show no marked 
variation from others which have immediately preceded it, from 
the academic point of view. The experience of years proves that 
a goodly number of failures may be expected among the ranks of 
the two thousand or more students who register in the various 
faculties each year; and also that a fair number of brilliant minds 
will come to the forefront to sustain the reputation of the univer- 
sity as a place of learning. Between these two extremes there will 
be a much larger group designated as average minds whose tal- 
ents may be somewhat limited, but who make the best of them 
and benefit appreciably from their courses. Unfortunately the 
power of allocation to any one of these groups lies largely with 
individual himself. If exhortation from professors and those in 
authority could bear as much fruit as desired there would be 
few failures, but each student would follow well-balanced lines of 
endeavour, always observing a proper proportion between the two 
great elements in college life — play and study. 

The next few weeks will be replete with activity, particularly 
athletic events. The need of good, clean sport in conjunction 
with academic work scarcely need be stressed. -Freshmen will find 
that physical training is required during their firat two years at 
the university. This is in their best interests— to insure against a 
one-sided mental development and neglect of the physical. Every 
encouragement is offered new men to enter the various forms of 
competitive athletics for which they are best adapted. 

It would not be well to wax too optimistic over the prospects 
for a best session . Disappointment in some form is almost in- 
"table. But in view of the innovations being carried into effect 
plans being formulated by student executives concrete as- 
surance is offered that every phase of undergraduate endeavour 
will be successful to a most desirable degree.

external appearance of the paper. 

As far as mechanical details or 
make-up are concerned the* former 
practice of placing advertisements on 
tho front page has been abollnh«d 
and tho McGIU Dally with its first 
page given over entirely to news 
matter will] in tho future follow this 
custom of tho best American Journals 

R Is In the actual contents of the 
paper, however, that tho most strik- 
ing Improvement will ho made: thi? 
is tho Inauguration of a weekly 
Literary Supplement. The new 
Literary Supplement will make ils 
first appearanco before tho und?r 
graduates of McGill University on 
Wednesday Octohor 8. In the past 
few ytors the only outlet provided by 
the university for the students' ex- 
pression and criticism of literature 
was found In a weekly column called 
"The Dilettante". But the "Dllly 
was limited by space and certain 
other restrictions. It is hoped that the

sraeli found himself when he wild in 
ho British House that although siK.it 
was soothing to children and the very 
Bed It was mi the trivial subject of 
sugar that he dlsaggreed entirely with 
House. Rutlrr gave another quotation 
fa friend on tho other side of the 
one from Mr. Edward Beck "that. Great 
Britain Is going to tho wa'l because 
she ollngs to the fallacious policy of 
free trade." 

Regarding the affirmation Of one rf 
the member* of the Government ttial 
h was red-blooded, Butler said that he 
presumed Ibis remark referred to the 
treaty with Russia. This being the 
enfle he felt proud to state that the oc- 
cupants of the opposition benches had 
blue nnd not red blocd In thoir veins 
Impcrla.l preference was Ihe final flow, 
er which the Empire's economic system 
could avo'.ve. In finishing his speech 
Butler said that tho great unions of the 
pn.sl had always been formed upon 
ooonomlc ties, for sentlmentafl ties 
could enly he made more binding by 
economic ones. 

Gla-ssco, prime minister, then n^r- 
nonally took up the hurden of debate 
for his government. He repeated thr 
chnJIengo as enuclated hy Lloyd and 
maintained that nothing yot said had 
mot that challenge. 

The proposals, he said, which the ip- 
postttan advocated were in reality in- 
slgnlflcan* so far as Canada, was con- 
cerned. Furthermore if preference were 
com,! nig In his opinion it should come 
from Britain and the people cf Britain 
are not willing to give preferonc. He 
pointed out the predicament of the 
western Canadian farmer prnctica.lly 
forced to buy British machinery. 

The great percentage, of goods men- 
tioned in the proposals come from with- 
out the empire. the prime minister 
continued, so that preference really 
wou'd omount to a. subsidy. 

The future of the empire, he main- 
tained, does not rest on pa'try duties. 

J. Spector the last speaker for the 
opposition closed the debate. He em- 
phalzed the necessity of the various 
Dominions pooling their resources with 
those of the Motherland. Otherwise, he 
threatened. Goldwln Smith's predict- 
ions regarding the future political des- 
tiny of Canada .might come trlue. 

A vote was then taken and the pro- 
posed amendment "was passed In the 
negative" by a majority of 27 to 15. 
Only the undergraduates who we-o 
present were allowed to vote.

This year lv |l| |,o the twenty firth 
anniversary of the depart mont of mu- 
nie of McGIH University. Twenty five 
years ago Miss Clara Lichtenstein, from 
the Ohanlotte Square Institution for 
Voting Ladles. Edinburgh, came to the 
Royal Victoria. Co' lege to lake elvirire 
of this department. This had been 
ma. le possible by the hcneflconco of 
Lord Stmlhcona and Mount Royal. 

In 1901 this department movori to the 
Conservât nrlum of Music on Slior- 
brooke street. This was under the <ïl. 
roction of Dr. C A. E. Harris, of Ot- 
tawa. The Conservatory was formally 
opened on October II of that year by 
Lord and Lady Minto. when the first 
recital was given, l'on c years later Or. 
Harry Crane Perrin took up his duties 
as director of th„ Conservatory and 
first professor of music, at McGill Uni. 
vers lly. Dho dep. it ment was made n 
faculty In 1920 and Dr. Perrin wii« ap- 
pînted first dean of the l->iciltty of 
Miuslc - a position which he now holds, 

The Cxmservntorltun was endowed l.y 
Sir William MncDonald shortly before 
his ileat.h. It w.ui not until 1923 that 
the building, which belonged to Lady 
Strathconiv, wns given to the univer- 
sity In accordant-, wlt.h th<> wishes of 
her father the late Lord Stpat'hcona. 

When Dr. Perrin, who wns then the 
director of the Conscrvatorluni. was 
made dean of the Faculty of Music 
Ml.-s Lichtenstein was made associate 
professor of music. Miss Lichtenstein 
is now also vice-director of the Con- 
servntorlum . 

The department started off at first 
to give Instruction In pianoforte nlone. 
Now there are also courses leading to 
the desTee of bachelor of music, and to 
the diploma of licentiate of music. 
Some of the subj-'cts of these courses 
arc taken in connection with tho Fa- 
culty of Arts. 

Of recent years the Cor.servatorium 
has grown to such an extent that 
there Is now not accommodation fo 
all the students who would like to on 
ter. Last year there were over two 
hundred pupils and this year about the 
same number have reelstcrod. Since 
there Is no room In the Con-«ervatory 
all concerts and recltnls are hold to the 
hall of tho R. V. C • Orchestral con 
certs have been he'd every year since 
1909 when Dr. Perrin first took charge. 

It has only been recently that the 
Conservatorlum bul'rilng came into the 
hands of the university but It Is hoped 
that before long more room for rest 
tals and the accommodation of pupils 
will l-e acquired.

Although Elgin House has been the 
scone of larger conferences, never he- 
fore did It witness one moro truly 
slice eiwf nl. What It lacked in quantity 
It .•.(Mined to gain in finality. Tho spir- 
it of cood will wan evident everywhere. 
Tennis, baseball, boating, canoeing, 
hikes and other fornv» of rocroal Ion 
occupied the afternoons, wlillo after 
the evening sessions the red glow of a 
camp fire frequently lit up a circle of 
merry faces, and sounds of song ami 
laughter drifted oner tho qulot waters 
of l^iike Joseph. 

Nevertheless beneath the levity of 
yoiltJl could he distinguished an earn 
o-stnoss and sincerity of puriwse, coup 
led with all the fire and onthuslasm o' 
which youth Is capable, seldom found 
In such a group of young people. This 
was most evident In tho study group 
and forums which occupied every 
morning. Discussion -was always free 
and unrestrained by bonds of creed or 
tradition. Ideals and opinions were 
expressed that hrnught joy to the 
heart* of those members of the older 
generation present. This Is the grea, 
est crowd of .students I ever met! was 
tho verdict of ono McGlh professor on 
his departure, and his sentiments were 
f«-hocd moro than once by others.

One 
of the must popular of these loaders 
wa» Dr. H. R. Sharman who has done 
much toward the .vpreadlng of this 
type of study. Other groups, dealln 
with various topics connected with 
.le.ms, wore lead by (Dr. Smythe. Dr. 
Olfford. and Dr. Mewl of JlcGlll, nnd 
Mr. Moore of Toronto. 

In the open forums three big qii".i 
Hons were dbcuswed, namely tho proh 
l»m of race relations, the problems iyf 
war, »nd the question of missions. In 
the forum on race relations addresses 
worn given by two students, P. Kngene 
Corley of City College, New York, a 
n"gro. dealt with the colour problem 
on this continent.

Not only did Prof. UntherfOlM lay 
some of the founrtatWns of practical 
wireless while at McGill In i.SM, di- 
rected to this problem Ivy V)ean Uovey 
and Mr. Hell of the Canadian Na- 
tional, but he followed up the dtscov. 
nry of radium by the Curies and the 
researches of Sir X. X. Thomson on 
the nature of the electron, by a bril- 
liant série» of investigations into the 
nature of radio activity, which led him 
to enunciate the law of radio active 
disintegration— -that the rate of disin- 
tegration is proportional to the num- 
ber ot atoms prewnt — a law whilh 
haa formed the basis of all subsequent 
«wk in this branch of physics. It was 
at this timo that it became apparent 
to him that the atom is a centre of 
tremendous onerjry. and in recent 
years at Manchester and now at Cam- 
bridge he bas devoted his thought and 
experimental skill with determination 
and singleness of purpose to the task 
of revealing the structure of the atom 
and the nature of the forces -which 
are involved in maintaining it 

Before commencing his address. Sir 
Ernest expressed his regret at the ab- 
sence, duo to an unfortunate acci- 
dent, of Dr. A. S. Eve. who wa^ as- 
sociated so closely with him in his 
earlp trork on radio activity at Mc 
Gill. 

The speaker first gave his audience 
a picture of the relative sizes of the 
atom and its nucleus'. Fifty million 
atoms in a line would occupy only one 
centlmetre.f and each of these atoms 
if magnified to the volume of the lec 
ture theatre would have as its nucleus 
a bofiy about the size of a pea, the 
sphere of influence or effective vol 
unie of the atom being maintained by 
the tremei dously high speed it revo- 
lution of the electrons at various radie 
out to the full radius of the effective 
volume. As the mass of the atom is 
almost wholly centred in the nucleus, 
its density must be a billion times 
that of the heaviest known element, 
and yit it is probably an "open struc- 
— -fnrër*" a system more compKcate*even 
than that outer system of which the 
scientist can now confidently assert 
that considerable is known. 

He then explained the method cf 
interpreting ray track photographs, 
shoving collision between alpha par- 
ticles or helium nucleii, and the nu- 
clei! of other elements, hese colli - 
elons indicate that the inverse square^ 
la^v of repula'on of like charges holds 
accurately jo within a minute dis- 
tant: from the centre, but within this 
distance (avera^in* eix ten millionths 
of a cm.) a ew force comes into op- 
eration. This was investigated by 
Dr. E. S. Bieler. of McGill. when 
working recently in Cambridge, and 
t'hown to be an attractive lorce, obey, 
ing an inverse fourth law, superim- 
posed upon the general repulsive force' 
which alone is effective outside this 
radius. Measured in terms of poten- 
tial this change from the dominance 
of the attractive force to tht of the 
repulsive force from the centre of an 
aluminium a'.om is at three million

The lecturer then showtd the exper- 



so plsood that only particles actually 
knocked out of a nucleus In a direc- 
tion pevpcmlloiilnv lo the Implnglim 
stream, can strike it, tints ohvliitllttf 
nnv uncertainty «« lo Ihe nature of 
particles producing scintillation . By 
bombarding the atoms of tunny elc- 
ment», in this manner, ho has nue- 
ceeded in disintegrating the nuvloll of 
some thirteen elements; boron, nitro- 
gen, fluorine, sodium, aluminium 
phosphorus, uron, magnesium, silicon, 
sulphur, chlorine, argwii, potastmmt 
n every case It is tho hydrogen nu- 
cleus (or proton) that is knocked nut 

A critical survey of this,- list shows 
that those elements which might be 
composed of protons and electrons 
grouped together its helium nuclell 
cannot yet be disintegrated, with tho 
sloglo exception of sulphur. On tho 
otlwr hand an atom of lithium which 
might be expected lo be easily disin- 
tegrated, has so far withstood every 
attack made upon It. 

Xo conclusive results have been pos 
slble for the heavier elements on ac- 
count Of the fact that they contain ab- 
sorbed nitrogen, which is itself very 
easily disintegrated. 

It <* perhaps significant to note that 
elements of even atomic number pro 
dominate in the earth's crust, have 
usually more than two Isotopes, and 
arc. either not known to be disin 
tegrible or if disintegrated the proton 
expc;led has a very short range. On 
the other hand the light elements of 
odd atomic number are of moro rare 
occurrence in nature, have few iso 
topes, are more readily disintegrated, 
and the expelled proton has a longer 
range. 

Tnij type of collision when an al- 
pha particle hits a nitrogen nucleus 
wa s then discussed with .special ref- 
erence to the photographs of Blackett 
taken at the Cavendish in which the 
path of the alpha particle the nitro- 
gen nucleus and the expelled proton 
are visible, but no trace is found of a 
recoil path of the alpha. Hence ap- 
parently in getting within the zone of 
attraction about the nitrogen nucleus 
and Tcocklng our a protonrits energy 
is entirely expended. 

The latest obstacle which Sir Ernest 
has had to overcome arose from the 
recent discovery that not all the alpha 
particles from Radium C. have a 
range of exactly 7 cm as heretofore 
believed. One in 150,000 has s range 
of 9.3 cm, and one in 500,000 a range 
of 11.3 cm. Though this be a small 
proportion, it must be taken into ac- 
count, and perhaps this gives one of 
the best ideas of the precision and 
care with which these experiments 
have to be made, and their reaultf,- In- 
terpreted. 

In concluding the lecturer laid em- 
phasis upon the tremendous expendl- 
ture of energy necessarp to effect ato. 
mic disruption, and expressed the hope 
"that the future would see more light 
nhed upon the fundamental problem 
of revealing the nature of the nuclear 
structure of atoms. 

Dr. J. B. Porter presided at the 
meeting, and the vote of thanks was 
moved by Dr. D, A. Keys', seconded 
by Dr. I,. V. King, and carried with 
enthusiasm.

Institution Equal to Any of its 
Kind of Present Day 

The new Pathological Institute of 
McGill which is to be officially opened 
on the sixth of this month is a build- 
ing which, with its equipment and re- 
sources, ranks as the eoual of the best 
institutions to-day devoted to the 
study and prosecution of pathology 
and cognate subjects. 

Situated on upper University street 
at Pine Avenue, the building faces the 
Royal A'ictoria Hospital with which 
h is closely connected, for it will de- 
pend on the hospital for much of Ha 
material, while to the latter institu- 
tion it will supply the resuls of scien- 
tific investigations in applcaton to the 
problems of clinical medicine and sur- 
gery. , 

Besides being an Institution for re- 
search, the new building Is well titled 
for the work of instruction with la- 
boratory and other facilities for under- 
graduate and post-graduate work. It 
includes accommodations for the do- 
partments of pathology, bacteriology, 
and medical jurisprudence. 

Over the main entrance is the Latin 
title, in somewhat modified form, of 
Moragni's famous book: "Seat and 
f.'ause of Diseases to be Kindled 
Through Anatomy and Experiments;" 
The main entrance hall has two other 
medieval J„aTli) inscriptions: "II ore is 
the place where death rejoices to !m 
bl service to life," and, "Nothing pre- 
vents error or sin so much as frequent 
considérai ion of death," There an 
attached cottage which contains ser- 
vants' quarters ami accommodation for 
animals and on the covered archway 
which connects ih'j'g foliage with thé 
main building is this Inscription ab.o in 
Latin: "Hire is. the place where death 
a ises to new life." 

The main entrance ball opens north 
ward, directly into Hie large lecture 
room ami museum, anil on tin oilier 
side into the autopsy suite of a largo 
theatre 'wo smaller private au- 

topsy rooms. 

The lecture room Is an ampb jlhca- 
trc. accommodating from 130 to 1 r,0 
hearers, and provided will) 11 lop gal- 
lery. It connects by door wild Hie 
museum which provides ncctimtmidnl. 
ion for exhibits on floor and gallery.
